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GREETINGS 

Simultaneously the students of most facilities, 
and 1 ho Daily arrive on the campus to-day, fresh 
lor another season of work.

Surely it is a time worthy of our fullest 
attention to all the important decisions that 
must be made now. What we decide now, hesi- 
tatingly or decisively as the case may be, will 
soon be the irrevocable course for the year — and 
longer. 

Perhaps it is this realization of finality of the 
decisions that we make that causes so many to 
put off definitely harnessing the year of endea- 
vor to achieve the desired ambition, a course 
which has ruined many a promising student, 
causing him to put off his work, drift into the 
first activity which he comes across, and be- 
come absorbed in a round of aimless social en- 
gagements. Or perhaps on the other hand it is 
because he does not realize it. In either case the 
result is fatal, and the Christmas graduate 
emerges from the University to add to the com- 
plexity of the social organization. To our wishes 
' we add the one that few will commit the utter 
mistake of simply drifting. 



WHAT THE DAILY OFFERS . 

This is the season of reorganization for all 
activities, and the Daily is not exempted from 
his necessity. During the next week the staff 
mist be formed, must be made up of students of 
l .he University who arc looking for the fellow- 
ship, the fun and not least, the experience which 
the Daily offers. Elsewhere in these columns is 
a notice which should be of interest both to those 
who desire a continuance of the "Daily benefits" 
and to those who are searching for a means of 
breaking the ice into college activities. 

What has the Daily to offer? 

That is best answered by those who have suc- 
cumbed to its lure in the past, those who have 
gone oii to graduation with hosts of Daily 
friends, with the fruits of Daily experience stor- 
ed away and witli memories as valued as our 
co-ed's memory books. They have broadened 
their University outlook to an understanding of 
its every side and to a fuller appreciation of all 
that it means they have met distinguished peo- 
ple in their interviews and have made congenial 
friends.

YOUR BOOK EXCHANGE 

The Honk Exchange, demand for which haa 
bcuu a pulsing isfcue at MrGill for the last few 



years, opens this afternoon in the basement of 
the Union, when books will be put on sale at low 
prices, covering many college courses. There arc 
many students who will be disappointed at not 
being able to secure books which they desire, but 
this is due to the fact that more students arc 
seeking to buy books than there were hooks 
turned in last spring, when about fifty students 
brought in five hundred books. 

The committee in charge have pointed out that 
unless more books arc brought in, the Exchange 
will fail its purpose and many students will re- 
main dissatisfied. It is up to every student who 
has books for sale to turn them in at the Tuck 
Shop in the Union as soon as possible, so that 
they may be sold before the term gets well under 
way. 

The new innovation is a challenge to those 
who have clamoured so much in the past for just 
such an institution. Its success will depend on 
the equilibrating of demand with supply. 



WOMEN REPORTERS 

It is frequently considered (though not by the 
men) that, women are better writers from a 
purely technical point of view than are men. At 
any rate they will have an opportunity of show- 
ing their wares this year, for it is planned to 
widen the scope of the Daily this year so as to 
provide a greater scope for the women students 
who wish to take advantage of the opportunities 
for the experience it offers. This year's assign- 
ments are being arranged so as to provide for 
these people, and those who wish to join the 
ranks either in a special or reportorial capacity, 
will find every chance of doing so. and the 
warmest co-operation on the part of the man- 
aging board and the women's editor. Coaching 
will be given, and meetings to discuss the work 
from time to time have been planned. 

The same advantages that the men have in 
nearly all respects will bo found, and it is sin- 
cerely hoped that shyness (unusual word nowa- 
days) will not hold anyone back who really de- 
sires the work. 



College Comment 



THE COLLEGE GOAT 

I am becoming increasingly resentful at the. extent to 
which the reputation of the undergraduate is offered up in 
academic discussion as a vicarious sacrifice for sins of 
omission and commission on the part of the official college 
or for the ineptitude of society at largi, says President 
Hopkins "of fiarniouth College." 

NO SELF DISCIPLINE 

The only points at which 1 am willing to criticize this 
generation of college men is that they have no understand- 
ing of the imperative necessity of the self -discipline and 
that they are impervious to attempts to give them com- 
prehension that without this neither intellectual sinew nor 
moral stamina can he developed except by later struggle. 
I admit the grave seriousness of this problem. Unless it is 
met and solved, all else may fail. 

UNAFRAID 

Our college youth confront a world of bewildering per- 
plexities undreamed of in any previous, generation, ami 
face it unafraid. Unsupported by any considerable reason' 
for respect for the generations immediately preceding them, 
possessed of abundant argument for doubting the validity 
of old loyalties which men have declared and then ignored, 
repelled by the interpretations of religion which pander to 
bigotry and intolerance, they revolt from the tawdriness 
and futility of it all. 

In search for better ways they commit new follies. They 
defy conventions, they shock sensibilities, and too often and 
most serious, they inflict cruel hurt upon themselves. But in 
the main this generation of youth is an indomitable one, 
seeking to be captains of their own souls and promising to 
succeed. In straightforwardness, in unhypocrttical honesty, 
in clcancss of thought and integrity of action, in aspiration 
ami idealism, rticir like has not been seen before. 



FRESHMAN INTELLIGENCE 

There is no (lattery for the army in the report of lit. 
W. P. Atkinson, psychology instructor at South-western 
College, that the average intelligence of the freshman class 
is 'equivalent to that of a United States army major. Dr. 
Atkinson announces further that "two years ago the fresh- 
nun was equal to an army sergeant in mental acuity; last 
year equal to that of a captain, and this year equal to a 
major." This indicates, he. says, that the present class rates 
alwvc the average. However, there is a question involved. 
Inasmuch as the army is the norm, there is some doubt 
about the compliments awarded to the freshmen, even 
though the professor spoke of "acuity" and not "vacuity." 
It will probably lake a congressional investigation to de- 
termine who is the goat of Mr. Atkinson's startling an- 
nouncement.

men ventured to thin); that they had 
a chance in the Olympic trials, fo in- 
stead of contenting thorn selves wit n 
laurels in the junior class, or the 150 
pound class, v here they belonged V- 
ritrht. they decided to try for the liiph- 
er stakes. They lost; hilt their valiai.t 
effort was highly c inmended by mosl 
Ontario papers, and Mas especially re- 
spectable due to the iliflirtilties of lite 
training season. 

Jfc^tholr trials in olffhts. McOill. 
yafcrh had hee.n training In their shel's 
rt>r exactly five weeks. In the midst of 
natural disturbances on the unusually 
ruffled surfaces of l,nl;c St. l>pui«. 
found themselves pitted against crews 
■which represented Varsity, Argannuts, 
"Winnipeg. The latter had hcen train- 
ing on the water for two months, on 
the sheltered Vte.l River, where the 
cr.mplcxities of the v.c.M'ier c.-".iid not 
he held responsible for lapses in the 
strict order or thinss: Argonauts wore 
seen during the Christmas holidays 
last yoar training in T.:>ke Ontario in- 
side the breakwater at Toronto, and 
returned to the water early in Iprlî;

Gill's poorer showing. 

Coach Drbaln Molmans was. usu- 
al, all that could he desired «s far ••- 
conscientious training, and final re- 
sults were concerned.

campaign, and did wonderfully m ell !i 
evolving a crew that did not dis- 
honour McCilll in the high rlns? com- 
pany in which it found itseir. 

T!c rosillorly made the hoys at the 
rowing club get tip nt six o'clock !r> 
the morning: sent them ofr on a slow 
spin across the cold waters of thy 
lake: supervised the activities of tit i- 
sunintc! - cam;) nn the Lakcshore. tin . 
then once more, when the rowers r> • 
-urned from their jobf lit tin city ui 
six o'clock, took them in hand, and 
i;ept titem racing across Calols Bny 
til! t'uc sun went down, and iiuppi ■ 
was no longer n vulagar pleasure but 
a dire necessity. 

Tiio;mcn themselves wore more than 
usually faithful to their trusts. I Hir- 
ing the Rowing season there More no 
more 'NSlielks „f Lakeside" leaving thô 
club-house after the training «as over 
the night. Rather the oarsmen. 
*«Ing solely of tholr condition. 
»lked fur a short while and'twent to 
bed before ten o'clock. i\< >r was only 
distantly connected in their mind-', 
with QOllofiC days, ivltllc smoking wmi 
*. thing at the pnM, and a tiling which 
strangely, even the most ardent fol- 
lower.of the weed managed to ; • ,j t be- 
hind him for the full period of train- 
ing.

It w.i- 
a thrilling duel; In .which Varsity gained j 
a big advantage from the start, which ; 
McGill citjlcWy retrieved by pullinj; u:\\ 
level. It wns an excitin; heck and 
neck race from there to the one mile 
mark, when Versity slowly but sure! 
pulled away to its final lead of cm- 

The next day. Thursday, was a great 
day for McOill, as far as hard work ! 
was concerned. A four with cox con- 
sisting of M. McXauchton. stroke. Jat 
Little. .Tlmmlc Manion and Bill l"i . 
with Stuart B-.con as cox - , was enter- 
ed in that Olympic event just a fo;v ' 
minutes prior to the Olympic trial ! :

Mater to tho very head position in this 
sport, a position which will be hard to 
aim at In future years.

Lectures on paper, binding materials, 
binding records, routine and practical 
work, such as making of booklets, 
scrapbooks, blotters, boxes, with In- 
struction in the cutting of materials, 
sowing, forwarding and casing, will 
form the main part of Uio course di- 
rected by Dr.' Lomer. Instruction in 
practical work will be given by two In- 
structors. Phllllppe Beaudoln and Oli- 
ver Carlgnan, who have recently come 
to McGlll from France. 

The course in elementary cataloguing 
is designed to meet the needs of sec- 
retaries, research workers, graduate 
students, and office assistants, and 
will aid in the arrangement and use of 
books, the taking of notes and refer- 
ences, and in filing books, pamphlets, 
papers and memoranda. 

Instruction In the principles cf dic- 
tionary cataloguing will be given by 
means of lectures and supervised la- 
boratory work. The assigning of sub- 
ject' headings will also bo taught. 
Some attention will be given to the 
ordering and use of Library of Con- 
gress printed catalogue cards, the as- 
signing of book-numbers from the Cut- 
ter-Sanborn author tables, shelf-llst- 
!ng, alphaboting. and filing. These 
various processes will be correlated in 
order to give the student practice in 
planning the full catalogue of a book.

He advised a!! these 
to go to Frnace if they ever had the 
chantic, and in his way obtain an even 
closer insight t^rr the ideals o? the 
French people, and thus da a rreat 
deal to îoster mutual understanding 
between the two nations.

Another Session 

Without Gym 



A new session is openina with 
McGill still lucking « gymnasi- 
um. Thers is no definite infor- 
mation available either from the 
Department of Physical Educa- 
tion or from any other of the 
University authorities on the 
subject. No one can say whether 
there will be any developments 
in the direction of a combined 
gymnasium and dormitory this 
year. 

Doctor A. S. Lamb, director of 
th« department of physicnl ■edu- 
cation, when asked about the 
proposed gymnasium, was em- 
phatic in urging its need. Ho 
said that his department was un- 
der a tremendous handicap in 
carrying on both the regular ath- 
letics and the gymnasium pro- 
gramme. The scope of the School 
of Physical Education was also 
limite*), ht said. 

It is generally agreed that the 
next building to be erected for 
McGill University will be the 
proposed gymnasium and dormi- 
tory. Where it is to be located is 
a matter of some controversy. 
The map of the Campus in the 
front of the University announ- 
cements, places the gymnasium 
in the hollow on Sherbrooke St., 
and it is here that it will prob- 
ably be erected. There is a group 
however, which favors a central- 
iiation of athletic activities at 
the Molson Stadium. They wish 
to see the gymnasium built in 
that locality. 

The first group, however, ar- 
gue that a gymnasium on the 
Campus itself is much to be pre- 
ferred because it would be handy 
to students who have an hour 
between lectures. The walk «f 
several blocks up University 
Street to the stadium would use 
up too much of the hour to make 
it worth while. 

Everyone is pretty much in 
agreement tkat as long as there 
is a gymnasium, the locality is 
of secondard importance. Queen's 
and Tarante have a distinct ad- 
vantage over McGill in this re- 
specv, .. they art both well 
tauif.^d. Those who think that 
the gymnasium dots not neces- 
sarily have to be near the stadi- 
um have the situation at Trron- 
to ai a good argument. Hart 
House is as far from the Varsity 
Stadium as a Gym on Snç-braoke 
Street would be from the Melson 
Stadium.

THE COLLEGE GOAT 

I am brcominc increasingly resentful at the extent 'to 
which the reputation of the undergraduate is offered up iii 
academic discutsk'n as a vicarious sacrifice for sins of 
omission and commission on the part of the officiât college 
or for the ineptitude of soejetv at hrge, says President 
Hopkins of Darmouth College. 

NO SELF DISCIPLINE 

Hie only points at which 1 am willing to criticize this 
generation of xollect men is that they have no understand-, 
ing o: the imperative necessity of the self-discipline and 
that they are impervious to attempts to give them com- 
prehension that without this neither intellectual sinew nor 
moral stamina can he developed except by later struggle. 
I admit the grave seriousness of this problem. L'nlcss it is 
met and solved, all else may fail. 

UNAFRAID 

Our college youth confront a world of bewildering per- 
plexities undreamed of in any previous generation, and 
face it unafraid. Unsupported by any considerable reason 
for respect for the generations immediately preceding them, 
IHtssesscd of abundant atgumeni for doubling 'lie validity 
of old loyalties which mai have declared and then ignored, 
repelled by the interpretation' of religion which pander to 
bigotry and intolerance, tliey revolt from the tawdrincs? 
and futility of it all. 

In search for better ways tltcy commit new follies. They 
defy conventions, they shock sensibilities, and loo often and 
most serious, they in/lict cruel hurt upon themselves. Hut in 
the main this generation of youth is an indomitable one, 
.seeking to be captains of their own souls and promising to 
.succeed. In straightforwardness, in uiihypocritica) honesty, 
in clcancss of thought and integrity of action, in aspiration 
and idealism, their like iwi not becu seen before, 

FRESHMAN INTELLIGENCE

\V R, Atkinson, psychology instructor at South -west cm 
College, that the aveiagc intelligence of the freshman class 
is equivalent to thai of a I'luud Stales army major.

A misadventure in the woods of 
northern Quebec was the unhappy 
experience of one of the professors of 
the French Department towards the 
end of August. The gentleman In 
«|Uest(on lost his way in the woods 
and remained lost for well over :t 
hour*, until found by a search party, 
«>nd during this time endured a great 
deal of bodily as well as mental dis- 
tress. When seen by a Dally reporter 
on his return to town, however, he had 
quite recovered from his experience, 
nnd appeared in the best of spirits. 

Setting out one morning from the 
shore's of one of the lakes near the 
end of tho C.N.U. line in the 
Laurentians, in company with a small 
boy, he found after a short time that 
ho had lost his way. The boy was too 
young to be of any very great assist- 
ance, but at least served as a com- 
panion in misfortune. By lunch time 
it had started to rain quite hard, and 
this added to the discomfort of tho 
two wanderers. The rain not only 
utade things disagreeable, but as the 
^jjÉfc* was no longer visible that very 
|Fs6ful guide was not available for 
their use. 

AH that the two had between them 
Jn tho way of articles that might 
provo useful was one small pocket- 
knife. As soon as they realised that 
they were lost, they blazed tho trees 
as they walked along, with this 
Knife, so that they might at least be 
able to return along their own route. 
As the night drew near the rain 
showed no sign of abating, and they 
were obliged to pass a very uncom- 
fortable night, with r.o immédiate 
prospect of relief. In the hope of see- 
ing a. little farther away, they 
climbed to the top of one or two small 
mountains, and from tho top of the 
trees on these hills tried to find out 
where they were, but all they nould 
ceo was more trees, and lakes. 

The night passed slowly, and the 
morning showed no more cheerful 
face than the previous day had 
shown; it was still raining, and tho 
two lost ones had no idea when they 
might be found. Their only hope of 
discovery was that they would purely 
have been missed when they did not 
return for the night, and search 
parties would be sent out for them. 
However, they wandered on through 
the morning, cutting the bark from 
the trees as they had done tho pro- 
vlous day, and hoping that they 
might strike some civilised place. 

In the afternoon, to their great joy, 
a search party found them, having 
been on tho hunt since daybreak. The 
trail which the lost two had blazed 
had served its purpose, for the search 
party had discovered the blazed trees, 
and followed up the trail to its end.

Commenting on the incident, the 
member of the McGltl staff who was 
one of the principal» said that the 
most curious thing was that during 
the whole of the time the> were lot>l 
they ate practically nothing, and 
moreover were bothered very little by 
Junger., The anxiety occasioned by 
heir position occupied their minds to 
■uch an extent that they had no time 
to worry about their stomachs, he 
■aid, and of courue there was no way 
pf knowing whether they would be 
found in a day, or a week. However, 
he remarked, it was an experience 
that he Is not unxious to repeat.

Tho Conference Committee, besides 
the Chairman, C. M. Stewart, was 
composed of Grace Coutts, Mary 
While, Marnie Rieder, Clarence 
Parker, Btlo. Jaeobsen, and Francis 
McN'aughton, the last two being de- 
legatco from McGill. 

At the end of each day, question- 
naires were submitted to tho de- 
legates with very interesting results. 
To the question of whether married 
women who insist on following a 
vocation outside the homo arc large)'- 
responsible for the widespread failure 
of modern family life, the women de- 
legates to the Conference answered 
decidedly in tho affirmatives, tho men 
being more doubtful of its general 
truth. Both men and women, while 
they agreed tKat when there are no 
-hildrer, dissolution of marriage 
should be allowed by mutual consent, 
felt that divorce should be made snore 
difficult. Again, it was mutually 
agreed that it is hardly possible for a 
women to have a normal life as wife 
and mother and at the same time 
follow a vocation in tho economic 
world. While it was ■ affirmed that 
men and women should share equally 
in tho initiative of finding and 
choosing a life partner (this being 
Leap Year), when tho question came 
up. "Should a husband and wifo think 
alike on all vital questions':'', tho snon 
said "yes", but tho women delegates 
almost unanimously said "No". 

All the students agreed that tho 
married woman should work outside it 
she desired, except when the care ot 
children demands her time. However, 
whereas the women students thought 
that It was possible for a woman to 
have a normal life as wife and mother 
nnd at tho same time follow a vocation 
In the economic world, Ihe men shook 
their heads in great doubt. 

All were of the opinion that married 
life was njuch more desirable than liv- 
ing Indepedently. 

Christianity and Scicnco 
Discussing Christianity, it was 
thought generally that It Is possible to 
be a Christian without a definite <-x 
parlance of conversion or decision, and 
that ono may be a Christian without 
necessarily bring a member ot a 
church. 

"Science Is no moio reliable than re- 
ligion, because each advances an by 
pothesls or guesses ns to tho way a 
thing will work, and then depends on 
experience to find out whether or not 
the 6uess was true." The students as 
a whole disagreed with tlii.i statement 
and !>lt Ihnt sclenco should have 
something to do with religion, though 
It was a matter of doubt as to whether 
the theory that Science would some- 
time discover God waa practical or net

Probably the greatest tennis team 
thnt has ever been produced by the 
McGill tennis club was that which 
went forth to represent Canada at the 
Davis Cup matches In tho pnst 
summer. This team was composed of 
Jack Wright nnd Willard Crocker 
both of whom were undergraduates n 
short time ago. ]3oth theso players 
learnt the art ot team-work while 
playing In tho tournaments arranged 
by the McGill tennis club in their 
early years at college and have since 
proved that tennis In tho universities 
of Canada can easily bo compared 
with the standard set by tho Dav|s 
Cup matches. Tho quality of the team 
however, depends largely on the 
number of men turning out at the 
practices bud this phase of tho game 
has been neglocted of lato as can be 
seen by looking at the entries for the 
collcgo tournaments which are to bo 
held shortly. 
• Training is held largely responsible 
for the showing of the Canadian team 
this year; the Japanese team had a 
lengthy season of training In Cuba 
while the Canadians had only ten to 
fourteen days at tho outside. Jack 
Wright was in tho mldnt of exams 
during the tennis training season 
while Crocker had Just emerged from 
the hospital: in the meantime tho 
Japanese team had been playing 
against the teams of the Southern 
United Stoles and had thus worked 
in an extra, few* weeks training. 

Tho first match In which the former 
McGill players figured was between 
Crocker and 3'oha of tho Japanese 
team; Crocker tool: this match after 
a hard battle of four sets. Wright was 
matched against Ohta, also of Japan, 
and attar an excellent showing in tho 
earlier stages ot the game, lost out by 
a narraw margin. In the doubles Ham, 
of Toronto, and Wright met tho 
Japanese contestants and again lost 
by a small amount. 

The following day Wright met Toba 
in the singles and after winning the 
first two games was so unfortunate as 
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H. Blumenstcin, who is at pre- 
sent studying law in France, 
having won the Macdonald 
Travelling Scholarship in Law 
for 1928-

OPENING LECTURE 



Dean Pcrrin Officially Opens 
Faculty of Music Courses for 
Session. 



"Music must nut bo viewed by you 
from tho mechanical or routine 
standpoint nîor.e," declared 15'-. 11. C. 
Terrln, dean of the Vacuity or Music 
in his opening lecture this session, 
last Thursday, iu the Assembly Hall 
of the McGill Consorvatorluni. "The 
spirit and not the letter must to al- 
ways the guiding maxim." 

The Dean criticized those students 
Who •work merely for the sake of 
passing their, examinations, and who 
niako no attempt to put their soul in- 
to their labours, in commenting on 
the purpose on music, he said: 
No Bluff in Art. 

"There are a certain number of 
Students who think they can bluff the 
•xamlners," he said. 'Xow I am told 
that success in commercial life is of- 
ten achieved by bluff, but thoso to 
try to bluff in art arc speedily found 
cut. In this same room where wo 
have met today, some years aso 1 
drey at'entlon to the fact that to 
amuse and entertain is not the sole 
uso or object of music. In its highest 
end best form:, music, like any other 
Urt, Is not to he viewed merely as a 
1 relaxation any more than it is to be 

■ viewed as a stunt to astonish by dig- 
ital or vocal dexterity. It should be 

: a strong factor in the development of 
our mental, and above all, our spirit- 
ual powers or attributes, for the mind 
or Intellect only acts as a helper in 
tvoking a more powerful response in 
the soul or character. 

■Without going Into detail with re- 
gard to this most important matter of 

. aesthetics, what 1 want to impress 
upon you is that music, rightly view- 
ed, opens the -oor to the "Palace of 
tho Beautiful. transferrins us from 
the sphere of the actual to that of the 
ideal. 

Dean Perrin remarked on tho dif- 
ferent attitudes toward music of the 

; ordinary person and the real art stu- 
dent. He defended the works of the 
great classic composers. 

Sentimental Drivel. 
"The ordinary person," said he "is 
too prone to accept as music every- 
thing he or she hears. The real art 
Student must fit himself or herself for 

j- separating the wheat from the chaff, 

I for distinguishing between stuff writ- 
ten, played or sung from commercial 
motives and music which Is elavatins 
ond ennobling, not to accept meru 
sentimental drivai as satisfying his 
taste for the beautiful, not to listen 
to those who would tell him that the 

! great classic composers are out of 

■ date, and that it is necessary to form 
his taste on the present day composi- 
tions. 

Some of these will undoubtedly sur- 
vive but only such as while being ori- 
ginal arc ye', continuing the canons or 
principles of art gradually evolved 
during the centuries. 

"The art students must always bear 
In mind that though through music, 
•11 the various phases of emotion are 
I roused. Joy, Borrow, fear, hope, lung- 
ing, triumph, love, admiration ami 
ecstasy, the intellect should condition 
our final Judgment. Hearing this in 
ïnlnd make your study of music 
jnoro than acquiring mere mechanical 
dexterity or facility, try to grasp the 
Inner meaning nf the printed page, 
Jceep your minds i.nd. feelings alert and 
don't be satisfied with mere superflu 
Clal shownefs. 

I have the greatest sympathy with 
all of you who arc trying to combine 
n study of music with the everyday 
demands on your time, whether these 
demands nro school work, college 
work, business, etc., and would wish, 
Us no doubt some of you do, t'\it l ■ 
demands could be so modified as to 
give you more time fore a thoroughly 
comprehensive study of tiie subject, 
hut every one of you can, If you have 
the will ami desire t.. do so; rlso su- 
perior to all difficulties placed in your 
way. and conquer, thus making your 
music not a un rely Un some task, or a 
mere pastime, but a real part of your 
life." 

Spirit of Music

Education Aid 
to Immigration 

Dr. Nicholson says Canada 
Almost Unknown to Brit- 
ish Youth 



STUDIED PROBLEM 



Says Parents arc Chief Obstacle 
to Emigration of Youths 



More knowledge of Canada and of 
tho opportunities hero will help til 
overcome the reluctance of British par- 
ents to allow their sons to emigrate to 
tho Dominion, said Dr, J, A. Nicholson, 
registrar of McGill University, on his 
return from Cirent Britain where, with 
ltov. Dr. James Smyth, principal of 
tho United Theological College, and 
president of the British Immigration 
and Colonization Association, ho In- 
vestigated some of the difficulties fac- 
ing the association on the emigration 
of 'teen age boys. 

Chiof Difficulty. 

"The chief difficulty in tho way is 
tho reluctance of parents to allow their 
boys to branch out for themselves, al- 
though they realize in many eases how 
advantageous Canadian farming would 
be for them," he explained: "This pre- 
sents a serious difficulty because no 
hoy is allowed to come to Canada un- 
der the overseas settlement plan with- 
out the consent of both parents. Ob- 
jection Is largely made on the part of 
mothers. 

"The only effective way of overcom- 
ing this difficulty is by educating all 
patties cnoccrncd to the splendid op- 
portunities which uro open to young 
men iu Canada. It In the schools of 
the country pupils could bo instructed 
more fully with regard to the other 
portions of the British Empire, more 
particularlyy as to their extent, indus- 
tries, resources nad general advan- 
tages, a larger number of the pupils 
leaving these schools would be dis- 
posed to begin their working life whore 
tho prospects nro so much greater. 

"I understand that the study of tho 
geography of the Empire as a whole Is 
completed about two years before the 
end of the school course. This is a 
mistake, as the last thins studied Is 
likely to 'stick In the minds' of stu- 
dents. As things now arc, they hnve 
a better knowledge of other countries 
when they leave school than of the 
newer parts of their own Empire. 
Need Preparation. 

"Similar information should be fully 
distributed in the homes of boys unite 
a year before they are prepared to 
start out for themselves. Notwith- 
standing the difficulties in the way of 
boy immigration, however, larger num- 
bers are coming out through the or- 
ganization and as many as nine hun- 
dred have been placed on Canadian 
farms during the present season. 

"As to the great mass of tho unem- 
ployed In Great Britain, the main trou- 
ble Is the dole system. It this wore 
abolished they Would be obliged to 
fend for themselves and would doubt- 
less emigrate in much larger numbers. 
Of course, such a step could not be 
taken without a very serious consider- 
ation and without due regard to spe- 
cial circumstances. However, the 
sooner something Is done to abolish a 
system which to some extent discour- 
ages the seeking of employment, par- 
ticularly outside of the native country, 
the better."

After the committees commissioned 
to choose the Canadian Olympic 
To.ira of 132$ had drawn up tholr 
tonm of sovonty-fivc, it was scon 
that college men were anything mit 
in the majority, their representation 
amounting to sixteen, of which only 
ten hailed from Canadian Univer- 
sities, Of these, three came from 
Varsity, four from McGill, two from 
University of Manitoba, while Harry 
AVanon, Rhodes Scholar and former 
(rtudeht at University of Uritish 
Columbia was the solo representative 
from the western collège. 
"*Of all these, the one to make, the 
most credible performance was James 
Hall of Manitoba, who finished second 
in the 400 metres dash. And through 
Jimmy was second, it was by such a 
Uose margin that i: was not for some 
time that the judges could agree as to 
the placing of the Canadian and 
rtarbtittl, the American quarter man. 
Barbutti had got away out in front 
before the si\ finalists rounded into 
the stretch, but was with Ball catch- 
ing up hand over first. Exactly where 
Ball passed Barbutti was a waiter of 
•peculation, and as the America.!, fell 
over ihe tape while the Canadian ran 
right through, the crowd did not know 
viho had won till the stars and 
stripes floated to the top of the 
central flagpole, flanked by the flags 
of Canada and Germany. 

The only other Canadian college to 
pl.-.fe ir. an individual event was John 
Gltzpatrlcls who last year won the 
• Intercollegiate spirits for Varsity. 
Gitz carried right through the elim- 
inations of the ÎO0 metres, winning 
in his heats and Quarter-finals, and 
squeezing Ir. third in the hardest 
semi-final. Ir. the final he was well 
up with the jvack, but though beaten 
by a smali margin by the Canadian 
wir.r.er William*, he was in fifth 
place. When the six best furlong men 
in the world run together, it makes 
rather a tight race. 

The foîtr McGi'.l men were Honori 
Chevrier, a boxer, Munroe Bourne, a 
fw-ircmer. arid two skiers. Thompson 
end Lehan. Of these Thompson and 
Bourns are the only ones still at Mc- 
Gill. phevxier had the misfortune to 
drax one- of the finalists in his first 
bout, and though putting up a treat 
battle, was eliminated. Bourne fi^cc 
to get to the final* in his Individual 
events, being touched out for third in 
the semi-finals of the backstroke: but 
he managed to score points wh«-r. the 
Canadian relay team, for which he 
started, came third to United States 
and Japan. 

2>oc Caslck, of Toronto, another 
boxer, had no better luck than 
Cnevrler in the draw, for hi met the 
eventual winner in his second bout. 
Even when he fought the bic Ar- 
pentlne champion. tae decision 
againet Don was c'jnsider'-i a tough 
break by many. 

Jack Walter of Varsity, and Braut 
Utile of Manitoba, ji-OO <k«<3 metre 
men, both failed to make the finals 
by a close margin. Harry Warren, the

The course In elementary cataloguing 
is designed to meet the needs of sec- 
retaries, research workers, graduate 
students, and office assistants, and 
will aid in the arrangement and use of 
books, the taking of notes and refer- 
ences, and In filing books, pamphlets, 
papers and memoranda. i 

Instruction in the principles of dic- 
tionary cataloguing will ho given by 
means of lectures and supervised la- 
boratory work. The assigning of sub- 
ject headings will also be taught. 
Some attention will be given to Hie 
ordering and use of Library of Con- 
gross printed catalogue cards, the as- 
signing of book-numbers from the Cut- 
tcr-Sanborn author tables, shelf-list-- 
ing. ntphabotlng, and filing. These 
various processes will be correlated in 
order to give the student practice in 
planning the full catalogue of a book.

Doctor A. S. Lamb, director o( 
the department of nbysical edu- 
cation, when anted about the 
proposed OV m nasutnt. w an em- 
phatic in urging il» need. He 
said that his department «»s un- 
der a tremendous handicap in 
carrying on both the regular atb 
Ictics and the. gymnasium pro- 
gramme, The scope of tlie School 
of Physical Education was also 
limited, he said 

It is generally agreed that the 
oevt building to be erected for 
MrGill University will be the 
proposed pymnanum *nd dormi- 
tory. Where it is to be located is 
a matter of some controversy. 
The map of the Campus in the 
tront of the University announ- 
cements, places the gymnasium 
m the hollow on Sherbrooke St., 
and it is here that it will prob- 
ably be erected. There is a group 
however, which favors a central- ' 
nation cf athletic activities at 
the Molson Stadium. They wish 
to see the gymnasium built in 
that locality. 

The first group, however, ar- 
gue that a gymnasium on the 
Campus itself it much to be pre 
•forreri because it would be bandy- 
to students who have an hour 
between lectures. The walk ft 
several blorks up University 
Street to the stadium would use 
up ton much of the hour to make 
it worth while. 

Everyone is pretty much in 
agreement that as long as there 
is a gymnasium, the locality is 
of sccondaro importance. Queen's 
and Toronto have a distinct ad- 
vantage ever McGill in this re- 
snerA. ..i. they are both well 
tquit.^ed, Those who think that 
the gymnasium does not neces- 
sarily have to be near the stadi- 
um have the situation at Tcron- 
to as a pood argument. Hart 
House is as far from the Varsity 
Stadium as a Gym on Sherbrooke 
Street would be from the Molson 
Stadium.

Whereas, 
"i">t of the cities of Canada are well- 
iMlilippeil in this way, she sit h tes, 
Moiiircal, the largest. Is conipletely 
Ini'King in children's libraries, 

Thrtiugli Mrs. Carter, the Local 
Council oi Women is taking an In- 
I < rest in the cause of Starting children 
Mcr.ig in their enjoyment of juvenile 
literature. At present; the Eraser In- 
stitute has a child ten's room, but 
iachs funds tor a librarian's salary, it 
\.< tho. ambition of those who are 
working for liic establishment of 
ehildre!i'> libraries in Montreal to first 
help i he Eraser institute to staff the 
library literc, and if this proves 
i m ci ■ sftil, to ili . i lop others, this first 
step, being accomplished through the 
support ui' the Local Council ot 
U'oiticii. 

Mrs. Carter pointed out that he- 
curiso of tlie recent law which ex- 
ciu'tlos children from moving picture 
shows, those under i'i years of age, 
after the public parks have been 
closed In the fall, will find their spare 
time heavy mi their hands, with no 
p tilltablo way to spend'It. If children's 
libraries were established, the young 
people ttunUl then be. able to spend 
their .leisure hours pleasantly and 
acquire a taste lor good literature. 

Having Just reccnliy returned from 
Europe, after an Inspection of chlbl- 
reii'u libraries, Mrs. Carter plans to 
lecture on this subject. She will show 
thu development of children's libraries 
in Canada and thu United States, anil 
the urgent nerd for them in Montreal.
